■\rlSUAL  evidence  of  brea'  he*  of  the 
* highway  traffic  rules  in  the  form 
of  photographic  records  of  offenses  as 
they  actually  occur  should  assist  the 
RUMP  traffic  patrols  in  their  efforts  to 
make  the  highways  safer  for  everyone. 
The  ingenious  mechanical  device  which 
makes  these  pictorial  records  possible  is 
being  submitted  to  exhaustive  tests  which, 
if  fully  satisfactory,  may  result  in  the 
special  camera  t>eing  included  as  standard 
equipment  in  each  patrol  car. 

From  accounts  of  experiments  on  Die 
Island  Highway  it  look1'  as  if  this  instru 
ment  would  tie  valuable  in  court  pro- 
viding precise  corroboration  of  the  usual 
verbal  evidence  In  addition  to  its  picture 
of  ihe  scene,  the  camera  makes  instan- 
taneous records  which  a traffic  officer 
In  a one-man  patrol  car  could  not  note 
down  while  traveling  at  high  speed  in 
pursuit  of  an  offender  While  the  camera’s 
chief  usefulness  probably  would  he  in 
connection  with  charges  of  speeding,  it 
can  also  supply  visual  evidence  of  other 
violations  common  on  the  highways.  su«  h 
a?  weaving  in  and  out  of  traffic,  illegal 
passing  and  so  forth.  Confronted  with 


testimony  of  that  sort  most  drivers 
might  feel  less  inclined  to  argue  the  point. 
The  result  could  he  a considerable  saving 
in  the  time  of  the  courts. 

Kver  since  the  fi'd'Tal  force  took  over 
the  policing  of  this  province  it  has  done 
splendid  work  in  t he  interests  of  highway 
safety,  and  this  latest  move  is  just  one 
more  example  of  determination  to  bring 
dangerous  drivers  to  account.  There  are 
occasions,  however,  when  the  RC'MP  does 
not  appear  to  receive  from  the  courts  the 
support  it«  efforts  deserve.  Sometimes 
the  punishment  appears  to  l>e  far  too 
lenient. 

For  example,  in  a Vancouver  Island 
court  this  week  a motorist  who  admitted 
driving  at  a speed  in  excess  of  85  miles 
an  hour  was  fined  a mere  $15  and  costs. 
Police  evidence,  which  was  not  disputed, 
established  that  a patrol  car  traveling  at 
100  miles  an  hour  was  unable  to  overtake 
the  accused  until  traffic  congestion  forced 
him  to  reduce  speed.  A SI  a fine  appears 
to  i>e  ahsurdlv  low  for  such  flagrant  dis- 
regard of  public  safety,  and  offers  small 
encouragement  In  the  ROMP  in  its 
endeavors  10  enforce  compliance  with  the 
speed  laws. 


Rounding  Out  the  Service 


ACTION  by  the  Department  of  Trans- 
port to  convert  the  frigate  St. 
Stephen  for  use  as  a third,  relief  weather- 
ship  on  this  coast  will  round  out  a service 
that  has  been  singularly  successful  and 
important  to  the  nation.  Replacing  each 
other  with  small  chance  of  other  relief, 
the  weatherships  St.  Catharines  and 
Stonetown  and  their  complements  have 
given  a fine  performance  since  the  ser- 
vice was  instituted  several  years  ago. 
From  the  first  it  was  known  that  a third 
ship  would  be  needed,  not  only  as  a 
standby  but  also  in  direct  and  more 
frequent  relief  of  the  crews  standing  un 
hroken  watch  on  Station  Papa.  000  miles 
west  in  the  Pacific.  Action  to  supply  the 
deficiency  will  he  thoroughly  welcome. 

Even  with  the  utmost  dispatch  the 
third  weathershlp  will  not  likely  he  con- 
verted and  ready  for  duty  before  the  late 
autumn.  It  is  at  that  time,  however,  that 
a third  vessel  will  he  most  needed  in  the 
service;  when  gales  and  heavy  seas  make 
the  watch  on  Station  Papa  a test  for  the 
sturdiest  of  men.  If  the  third  vessel  per- 
mits of  shorter  reliefs  and  a little •more 
time  in  port  for  all  three  ships  that  will 
bo  all  to  the  good,  because  the  duty  is 
strenuous  and  wearing  on  crews  and  ships 


alike.  Here  on  this  coast  there  are  prob- 
ably few  seafaring  men  who  work  harder 
for  their  living  than  the  crews  of  the  two 
vessels  already  in  service.  And  they  have 
done  a splendid  job. 

Reports  from  Station  Papa  find  their 
way  info  scores  of  meteorological  offices 
up  and  down  the  length  of  the  Pacific 
Const.  s the  latest  word  from  a position 
far  out  in  Ihe  Pacific,  they  are  invaluable 
to  meteorologists,  and  part  of  the  daily 
dependence  of  shipping  and  aviation  on 
trustworthy  information  of  vital  import- 
ance in  their  work.  The  same  information 
is  used  to  help  in  plotting  Canada’s  daily 
weather  charts,  of  use  to  every  eom- 
munity  across  the  country.  So  heth  for 
domestic  and  external  reasons  the  ade- 
quate servicing  of  Station  Papa  is 
eminently  worthwhile. 

The  addition  of  the  St.  Stephen  could 
have  been  made  three  to  five  years  ago 
with  advantage.  The  ship  lay  tied  up  in 
Esquimalt  hasin  during  the  period  under 
a skeleton  watch.  Representations  were 
made  repeatedly  to  Ottawa  fo  round  out 
the  weathership  service,  and  reduce  the 
strain  on  the  two  initial  ships  and  their 
crews.  Action  now  to  remedy  that  state 
of  affairs,  therefore,  will  he  appreciated 
as  it  is  long  overdue. 


Titbit  for  Vancouver 


VANCOUVER  has  put  Toronto’s  civic 
nose  out  of  .joint  by  securing  the 
Grey  Cup  football  final  this  year,  and 
the  eastern  metropolis  is  irked.  It  is  like 
moving  the  Calgary  Stampede  to  New 
York,  says  one  indignant  Torontonian 
with  more  ire  than  logic.  It  is  of  course 
nothing  of  the  kind.  The  Stampede 
belongs  to  Calgary;  the  Grey  Cup  final 
does  not  belong  to  Toronto,  although  that 
city  has  hogged  it  for  many  a year.  In 
no  other  sport  is  the  playoff  venue 
always  the  same,  and  it  is  high  time  this 
football  classic  came  west. 

Attendance  counts,  especially  in  Cana- 
dian football  with  its  enormous  club 
budgrls.  and  Vancouver  has  the  biggest 
stadium  in  Canada.

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Congressional  Turmoil  Over  GATT

■*v»  WASHINGTON  Is  in  turmoil  over 
W ihe  “GATT’  and  that  i*  not 
the  slang  term  for  a hoodlum* 
pi«'ol.  GATT  i*  a diplomatic  agree- 
ment officially,  the  General  Agree- 
ment on  Tariffs  and  Trade  the  re- 
gull  of  mix  month*  "f  negotiation  at 
Geneva  by  31  nations  It  is  the 
heart  of  the  Eisenhower  program 
for  liberalized  international  trade. 

If  fire  trade'*  enemies  can  torpedo 
It  In  either  House  or  Senate,  as  they 
will  try  to  do,  they  Will  achieve 
rnundahout  destruction  of  the  re- 
ciprocal trade  idea  which,  to  date, 
they  have  been  unable  to  bio,  k T»> 
direct  vote.  Aiding  those  who  *■> 
plan  is  public  ignorance  that,  even 
if  Ihe  Senate  duplicates  ihe  razor- 
thin  margin  of  House  approval  of 
reciprocal  trade.  It  will  l»e  genet  ally 
meaningless  without  the  GATT  that 
makes  it  work. 

* * * 

Since  1917  there  *has  been  * semi- 
formal  organization,  first  of  17  and 
now  of  31  countries,  working  to 
loosen  rules  of  Intel  national  trade 
and  tu  police  enforcement  of  those 
ru'es  when  nation*  seek  their  evasion 
by  Indirection.  As  an  example  of  the 
present  working*  of  the  group  there 
j*  the  case  of  Dutch  cheese  and 
American  wheat: 

America  and  Holland  have  for 
some  year*  had  reciprocal  agree- 
ment! lowering  tariffs  to  promote 
trade,  l^ast  year,  with  the  US.  dairy 
market  slipping,  interested  senator* 
brought  pressure  to  make  President 
Elsenhower  declare  that.*  “In  the 
name  of  national  security"  and  under 
his  Defense  Production  Act  power*, 
he  was  putting  up  a quota  against 
imported  cheese. 

Holland  reacted  with  a complaint 
to  the  GAIT  organization  In  Geneva 
and  American  representatives 
pleaded  guilty  to  a charge  of  viola- 
ting the  reciprocal  pact.  Other  GATT 
nation*  therefore  ruled  It  fair  for 
Holland  to  retaliate  h>  putting  a 
quota  on  American  wheat  flour  im- 
port*. The  net  result:  Noith  Dakota 
wheat  farmers  picked  up  the  check 
to  protect  Wisconsin’s  cheese  makers, 
hut  it  was  all  done  by  approved  inter- 
national process.

GATT  will  keep  the  president  front 
making  reciprocal  trade  pacts;  ap- 
proving it.  however,  will  work 
against  subterfuges  by  which  foreign 
countries  but  not  normallj  Ihe 
United  Slates  sometime*  try  to 
short  c ircuit  suc  h pacts  alter  they 
are  signed. 

American  policy  ha*  hcon  to  pro- 
tect home  production  by  the  simple, 
though  sometimes  harsh,  poln-y  of 
putting  up  high  tariff*  against  com- 
peting import*  from  abroad.  Foreign 
government*  have  used  other  tech- 
nique*. 

A*  an  example,  a nation  having 
agreed  to  low  tariffs  on  American 
automobiles  may,  a*  America  did 
with  the  Dutch  cheese,  simply  forbid 
their  import  by  quota  and  regardless 
of  tariff.  Or.  It  may  set  a low  tariff 
and  apply  no  quota  but*  effect  re- 
striction by  a domestic  tax  law 
aim'd  at  American  automobiles  and 
making  them  so  expensive  that  no 
one  can  buy.  Again,  it  may  set  up  a 
restriction  on  dollar  spending  ef- 
fectively killing  purchases  of  US. 
product*. 

Ail  the-e  device*  are  hedged  In 
the  GATT  agreement: 

It  provides  there  shall  be  no  quota* 
abridging  reciprocal  trade  agree- 
ment*.  unle*s  they  are  accompanied 
hy  simultaneous  rest  rid  Ion  of  domes- 
tic output  of  the  product  in  question; 
it  also  outlaw*  the  discriminatory 
domestic  tax  and  opens  dollar  ex- 
change. 

* * * 

The  33  other  signator*  agreed  to 
ihe  quota  rule  despite  a paradoxical 
situation  that  found  America'*  Gen- 
eva negotiator*  demanding  it  while 
simultaneously  Insisting  America 
could  not  obey  It.  The  American  dip- 
lomats were  put  In  that  boat  hy  a 
nor t ion  of  the  Agricultural  Act  “re- 
quiring" the  president  to  put  a quota 
on  import*,  or  raise  tariffs  wherever 
foreign  competition  threatened  fur- 
ther to  damage  a prlee-dlstressed 
US.  crop;  to  make  it  doubly  binding. 
Congress  specified  the  rule  should 
apply  "despite  any  past  or  future 
foreign  agreement." 

Still,  the  American*  got  the  other 
nation*  to  sign  what  America 
couldn't  sign  Now  the  White  House 
ask*  both  House  anti  Senate  to  ap-
